$18,000,000 treasury notes have been re 
deemed in silver dollars and bullion to 
that amount purchased nnder the Sher- 
man act of 1890 will be coined into dol- 
lar?. The seigniorage, that is tho dif- 
ference between the price paid fort hs 
silver bullian by the Government and 
its coinage value.araounts to 28>2' ceuts 
on each dollar, so the Government 
derive a profit of $5,130,000 from the 
coinage of 18,000,000 standard dollai s. 


It is not balieved that Secretary Car- 


lisle will have the silver coined because 
of any change in the financial policy of 
tho Administration, but simply and 
solely for the reason that $5,130,000 
profit on the transaction will help re- 
duce the deficit in the Treasury. The 
Bland Seigniorage Act passed by the 
last Congress provided for the coinage 
of all the silver bullion purchased 
under the Sherman Act. The profit t 
the Government on the coinage woalc 
exceed $55,000,000. 
That would hav. 


covered tho deficit of the last two 
yearj, but it would also increase th 
amount of money in circulation anc 
obviate the necessity of issuing intercs 
bearing bonds That would not sui' 
the gold speculators, and the seignioi 
age bill was vetoed.

THAT WAVE OF PROSPJiKITr. 
' 


A Chicago dispatch says that sevsral 


hundred idle men who wanted employ- 
ment besieged the station of the Chi- 
cago and Grand Trunk road. They 
congregated in the expectation of be- 
ing taken to Fish Lake, Indiana, to 
work on the ice fields of a packing 
firm. Tho report had gone round that 
the packers were in urgent need of 
men to harvest ice und would pay a 
dollar a day for their sen ices. Tho 
seokers for employment were doomed 
to disappointment. The foreman of 
the packing company informed the 
crowd that owing to the warm weathor 
only twenty-flve men would be em- 
ployed. Then the crowd of hungry, 
disappointed men, who were anxious 
to obtain employment harvesting ice 
ten hours a day for a dollar, became an 
angry, surging mob. They threw bricks 
at the station, smashed windows and 
broke down partition walls and fences. 
Detectives armed with revolvers pre- 
vented the mob frora doing greater 
damage, but not until the meu weie m- 
formed that more of them would be 
employed as soon as the weather be- 
came colder did they disperse. 


This would indicate that "the wave 


of prosperity" of which we hear so 
much in the gold press and of which 
men seeking employment see so little, 
has not reached Chicago. " The wave " 
seems to be like "Musqueto Point"

tined to be the principal industry of 
' several States for generations yet to 
come it is well that schools should be 
established and maintained to teach a 
reasonable percentage of the young men 
the most approved methods of mining 
and reducing ores. In this connection, 
however, it would be well for Congress 
to do something for the mining indus- 
try so that young men who acquire a 
thorough 
mining 
education 
in 


oar 
schools 
will not 
have 
to 


go 
to 
Mexico or South Africa 


to get employment, as several of 
the brightest young men who graduated 
from the school of mines at our State 
University are now compelled to do. 
While many of the so-called silver1 
mines of Nevada, the Comstook forj 
instance, carry a percentage of gold. 
they cannot be worked profitably for 
that metal alone, and many of them 
cannot be worked at all at the present 
price of silver. The closing of these 
mines reduces the gold as well as the 
silver product of the btate and will 
continue to do so until the people with 
ballots at home or bullets abroad 
change the financial policy of the Gov- 
ernment 


While a school of mines in every 


mining State is desirable, it is absolute- 
ly necessary that Congress should do 


, something to encourage silver mining, 
' so that the services of graduates from 


such schools will be in demand.

Interesting Proceedings In tho Senate. 


WASHINGTON, 
January 
23 —The 


speech of Senator Dubois, delivered in 
the Senate to-day, in addition to advo- 
cating the passage of a free coinage 
substitute for the Bond bill, outlined 
the position of tho Kepubhcau Sena- 
tors in the silver States- The Senator 
s:ud that while he cheerfully greeted 
the Populist votes iu tho Senate for 
free s'lver, he eonld not accept the 
Populist leadership, that party beiug 
irrevocably committed to flat money 
with an unlimite'd inflation. Further, 
the silver Republicans favored protec- 
tion generally, including the so-called 
raw mateiials and particularly lead, 
wool and lumber, besides the various 
products of the farm, plantation and 
ranch. Referring to tho charge that 
the Western §ilver States each have 
two Senators and are enabled to pass 
free coinage bills, he said that the cjiieg.- 
tion of representation was fought out 
when the constitution was framed. 


"Notwithstanding this," be a4ded, "I 


read in the press of the Bast almost 
every day that the region I represent is 
a ' pocket borough' and not entitled to 
consideration at your hand, and the in- 
feience is that it is peopled by a class 
of people who are a perpetual shock 
to the refined and virtuous East. The 
meanest and most vindictive of the 
newspapers which attack silver men 
are published in New York City, where 
for four-score of years the worst eje.- 
ments of our foreign immigration have 
found lodgment, anc! where there have 
been more scandals in connection with 
their city goveiument and elections 
than in any other spot in our country."

That an Indian school 
so near to a to^n of the size of Wads, 
worth can never be a success nor a

Third. T'.r' rmpleprovisions should

lers on the Truckee river, who have 
made improvements on lands, which, 
undei the provisions of the bill, will be 
ihrown opeu lo homestead entries, so 
that they may Lave a preferred right of 
purchasing the lands which they have 
improved.

THE SILVER CCNFEUKNCE. 


Declaration of Principles and an Appeal 


to the People. 


In the Silver Conference at Wash- 


ington yesterday there was an animated 
discussion in which Qeneral Hatch of 
Missouri and General Field of Virginia, 
the People's party candidate for Vice 
President in 1392, participated. The 
principal subjects were tho monetary 
question and the policy to be pur- 
sued by the friends of silver. The 
Committee on Resolutions, of which 
Senator Jones of Nevada was Chair- 


man, 
submitted the declaration of prin- 


ciples, the concluding paragraphs of 
which are as follows: 


" That over and above all other ques- 


tions of policy wo are in favor of re- 
storing to the people of the United 
States the time honored money of the 
constitution, gold and silver—not one, 
but both—the' money of Washington 
and Hamilton, and*Jefferson and Mon- 
roe, 
and Jackson and Lincoln, to tho 


end that the American people may re- 
ceive honest pay for honest product, 
and tha American debtor pay his just 
obligations in an honest standard, and 
not in a standard that is appreciated 
100 per cent above the great staples of 
our country; and to the end, further, 
that the silver standard countries may 
bo deprived of the unnatural advantage 
they now enjoy in tho difference in ex- 
change between gold and silver, an ad- 
vantage which tariff legislation alone 
canuot overcome. 


" We therefore confidently appeal to 


the people' of the United States that, 
leaving in abeyance for the moment all 
other questions, however important, or 
even momentous, they may appear, and 
sundering, if need be, all former party 
affiliations, they unite in a hupreme 
eftort to free themselves and their 
children from the domineering of the 
money po^or, u powermore destructive 
than any which has ever been fastened 
upon civilized men of any race in this 
age; and upon concentration of theirde- 
sires and efforts we invoke tho gracious 
favor of divine providence."

Farther touth, along tho coast, the 


sun becomes a more important mytho- 
logical figure. It is said the Salish of 
the interior buru food, blankets and 
other pioperty as an offering to the sun. 
Some of tho important legends refer to 
the murder of the sun, aud to the origin 
of the new stm and moon. From the 
language and from the legends it ap- 
pears that many of the coast tribes con- 
sidered the moon and sun as the same 
person, or at least as two brothers. One 
story runs: "A long time ago there was 
a man named Mornhauate, who was 
blind. ^1 he was unable to endure the 
heat of tho suii, he went fishing during 
tho night. 
When the day began to 


tla%vu, his wife would go down to the 
beach aud call him home before the suu 
rose. 
One day, 
however, his wife slept 


too long, and it was already daylight 
when she awoke. She called to her hus- 
band to return as quickly ns possible, 
but before he reached the shore he had 
molted. Then tho som, determined to 
avenge their father's death. They made 
a chain of arrows and climbed vp. They 
killed the sun with their arrows, aud 
theu thought, 'What shall we do nest?' 
The older oue said, 'Let us be the sun,' 
and he asked the brother where he 
wauted to go. The latter answered, 'I 
will go to tho night ; you go to the day. ' 
And so thny did. The younger brother 
became the moon, the elder the sun. " 


As the salmon is the great staple of 


subsistence from the Sacramento i:ver 
northward, so with it are connected the 
greatest number of superstitions. Messis. 
Lewis and Clark, mentioning the cap- 
ture of the first salmon at The Dalles in 


1807, 
an occasion of great rejoicing, 


state that in order to hasten their arriv- 
al the Indians, according to custom, 
dressed the fish and cut it into small 
pieces, one of which was given to each 
child in the village. 
At the month of 


tho Columbia the first salmon could be 
eaten only by the medicine men. The 
taking of the first fish of the season was 
everywhere the occasion of a feast. The 
salmon dance was performed, and the 
anticipations of plenty lightened every 
heart. The earlier flish conld not be ob- 
tained at any price by a white man un- 
less it were first cooked, lest he shonld 
open it with a knife instead of a stone 
or cut it crosswise. The heart was al- 
ways roasted and eaten lest a dog should 
eat it and no more salmon would be 
taken. 
On the ripening of the salmon
